RCWO9A 56.080 and 2003 ¢ 53 s 74 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Every person who, wth intent to sell or exchange and to
deprive or defraud the | awful owner thereof, willfully takes, |eads, or
transports away, conceals, wthholds, slaughters, or otherw se
appropriates any horse, mule, cow, heifer, bull, steer, sw ne, goat, or
sheep is guilty of theft of livestock in the first degree.

(2) Theft of livestock in the first degree is a class B fel ony.

Sec. 2. RCW4.24.320 and 2003 ¢ 53 s 4 are each anended to read as
fol | ows:

Any person who suffers damage((s)) to livestock as a result of
actions described in RCW ((9A48-0806{¢c))) 16.52.205 or any owner of ((&
horse—mie—cow—heifer—bulHl—steer—swine—or—sheep)) livestock who
suffers danmage((s)) as a result of a wllful, wunauthorized act
described in RCW9A. 56. 080 or 9A. 56.083 may bring an action agai nst the
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person or persons commtting the act in a court of conpetent

jurisdiction for exenplary danages up to three tines the actual

damages

sustained, plus attorney's fees. As used in this section, "livestock"

nmeans the animals specified i n RCW 9A. 56. 080.
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
